4. A quorum for the transaction of business shall’ consist 
of eight members, but any less number, after having waited one 
hour for a quorum, may adjourn from day to day. 


ABSENT MEMBERS AND OFFICERS. 


5. No member or officer shall absent himself from the ser- . 
vice of the Council, except in case of sickness, without leave of 
a majority vote of the Council first obtained; and in case a less 
number than a quorum of the Council shall convene, the presi- 
dent shall have the power, and he is hereby alithorized to send 
the sergeant-at-arms, or any other person or persons, by him 
authorized, for any or all members absent without leave. ` 


DUTIES OF PRESIDENT. 


6. It shall be the gencral duty of the president: 
1. To call the members to order as hereinbefore pro- 
vided. 


2. To announce the business before the Council in 
the order in which it is to be taken up. 

3. To receive and submit in proper manner, all mo- 
tions and propositions presented by the members, and to an- 
uounce the result. 

4. To receive messages and other communications 
from other branches of the government, and announce them to 
the Council. 

5. To authenticate by his signature, when necessary, 
all acts, orders and proceedings of the Council. 


l 
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6. To name the members of all committees, unless 
otherwise airected by the Council. 

7. He may cal any member to the chair, but such 
substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment, except 
that in case of sickness, he may, with the approval of the Coun- 
cil, appoint a member to perform the duties of president for a 
period not exceeding ten days. 

8. He shall have the regulation of such parts of the 
Capitol, and its passages as are or may be set apart for the use 
of the Council and its officers. 

9. He shall refer all matters to be committed to the 
committee most appropriate to take charge of the same. 

10. He shall. whenevéra motion is made and carried to 
shut the doors of the Council Chamber, on the discussion of any 
question which may in the opinion of any member require sec- 
recy, direct the Conncil Chamber to be cleared, and during the 
discussion of such question the doors shall remain closed. 

11. He shall call a member to fill the chair whenever 
the Council resolves itself into a committee of the whole, and the 
chairman so called shall have the power of the president until 
such committee rise. 

12. He shall preserve order and decorum, and may 
speak to points of order in preference to. other members, rising 
from his seat for that purpose. 

DUTIES OF OTHER OFFICERS. 
CHIEF CLERK. 
7. It shall be the duty of the chief clerk: 

1. To keep a correct journal of the proceedings of the 
Count: 

2. To read aloud all papers handed to him for that 
purpose by any member. 

3. To certify to, and transmit to the House, all bills, 
resolutions and other papers requiring the concurrence of the 
House, immediately after its passage. 

4, To notify the House on the concurrence or disagree.

5. To permit no papers or records belonging to the 
Council to be taken out of his custody otherwise than in the reg- 
ular course of business. 
6. To perform all other duties pertaining to his office, 
under the direction of the president. 
Ys ENROLLING AND ENGROSSING CLERK. 


8. It shall be the duty of the enrolling and engrossing clerk 
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- to attend to and superintend the enrolling and engrossing, tran- 
scribing and copying, of bills, resolutions, and other papers 
turned over to him for that purpose, and to perform all other 
duties pertaining to that office under the direction of the Presi- 
dent. _ 
SERGEANT-AT-ARMS. 

9. The sergeant-at-arms shall execute all orders of the 
President of the Council, and perform all duties -that may be 
assigned him pertaining to the police and good order of the 
Council Chamber. He shall under the directions of the presi- 
dent exercise supervision over the ingress and egress of all per- 
sons to and from the Council Chamber, and shall see that mes- 
sages, etc., are properly executed. 

MESSENGER AND WATCHMAN. 

10. The messenger and watchman shall perform their re- 
spective duties under the direction of the president. 

11. The following standing committees shall be appointed 
by the president unless otherwise directed by the Council, the 
first seven committees named shall consist of five members each, 
and all other members shall consist of three members each: 

1. Finance, Expenditures, Ways and Means. 
2. Judiciary. 
3. Education and Territorial Library. 
4. Territorial Affairs and Internal Improvements. 
5. Counties and County Boundaries. -~

MANNER OF INTRODUCING BILLS. 


I4. When the ‘Introduction of, Bills” is in order, any 
member who desires to introduce a bill shall rise from his seat, 
and respectfully address himself to ‘ Mr. President.” Upon be- 
ing recognized by the president he shall make the following an- 
nouncement: “TI ask leave to introduce a bill.” The bill shall 
ther be sent by the messenger to the chief clerk, who shall im- 
mediately proceed to read the same at length, and the president 
shall announce ‘First reading of the bill,” and shall refer the 
same to some appropriate standing committee, but the Council 
may on motion direct to what committee any matter shall be 
referred in case objection be made to the commitment by the 
president; provided that after the first reading, all bills shall be 
_ considered as having been referred to the joint committee on 
printing for the purpose of being printed only, without any mo- 
tion to that effect, unless otherwise ordered by the Council. 


PLACED ON THE GENERAL FILE, AND CONSIDERED BY COMMITTEE OF 
— THE WHOLE. 


15. After a bill has been reported back to the Council by 
the committee to whom the same was referred, it shall be placed 
on the general] file, and in its regular order, and at the proper 
time, it shall be taken up aud considered by the Council in com- 
mittee of the whole, and after the committee rise and report, the 
bill shall lay’ over one day before it shall be read the second 
time. 

‘SENGROSSED AND READ A THIRD TIME.” 


16. The final question upon the second reading of every 
bill, resolution or other paper, originating in the Council, and 
requiring three readings previous to being passed, shall be:

the Wyoming Levislature, and reporters of newspapers, except 
by special invitation on the part of the president or some mem- 
ber.

FOR THE 


COUNCIL AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


1. In every case of an amendment of a bili, joint resolu- 
tion or memorial, agreed to in one House and dissented from in 
the other, if either House shall request a conference and appoint 
a committee to confer, the other House shall appoint a like 
committee, and such committee shall meet at a convenient hour, 
to be agreed upon by their respective chairmen, and shall confer 
upon the differences between the two Houses, and shall report as 
early as convenient the result ‘of their conference to their respec- 
tive Houses for action. 

When a message shall be sent from either House it shall be 
announced at the door by the door-keeper, and shall be de- 
livered to the chair by the person by whom it may. be sent.

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3. Messages shall be sent by such persons as a sense of 
propriety in each House may determine to be proper. 

4. Notice of the action of either House to tbe other, shall 
be on paper, and under the signature of the chief clerk of the 
House from which such notice is to be conveyed. 

5. A standing committee, to be known as the joint com- 
mittee on printing, composed of five members, two of whom 
shall be from the Council and three from the House of Repre- 
sentatives, shall be appointed, the presiding officer of each House 
selecting the members to which the House is entitled. 

6. Every bill, joint resolution or memorial, which shall 
have passed both Houses, shall then be duly enrolled by the en- 
rolling clerk of the House in which it originated. It shall then 
be referred to the committee on enrolling, who shall carefully 
examine it, compare it with the engrosced bill, and any amend- 
ment or amendments that may have been passed after it was en- 
grossed, and shall correct any errors that may appear in it. 
They shall then report the result of such examination to the 
House in which the bill, joint resolution or memorial originated. 

7. After an examination and report each bill shall be 
signed, first by the speaker of the House of Representatives, or 
by the speaker elected or appointed pro fem, then by the presi- 
dent of the Council, or by the president elected or appointed pro 
tem. 

8. When a bill, jomt resolution or memorial shall bave 
been thus signed, the clerk shall endorse on the back thereot a 
certificate specifying in which House the same originated. It 
shall then be presented by the committee to the Governor of the 
Territory for his approval. After having performed this duty 
the committee shall report to the House in which the paper 
originated, the day and the hour of presentation to the Governor, 
which facts shall be entered.upon the journal of said House. 
Said committee is further empowered to report at any time to 
either House on any matter committed to it. 

9. When a bill, joint resolution or memorial, which shal 
have passed in one House shall be rejected by the other, notice 
thereof shall be given to the House in whieh the same shall have 
been passed. 

10. When a bill, joint resolution or memorial, which has 
been passed in one House shali be rejected by the other, it shall 
not be brougbt in again during the same session without a notice 
of three days, and Jeave of a majority of that House in which it 
shall be renewed; but the same bill, joint resolution or memorial 
skall not be presented more than twice in either House. 
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11. Each House shall transmit to the other House all pa- 

pers on which any bills, joint resolutions or memorials shall be 
founded. 
l 12. No bills, joint resolutions or memorials that shall have 
passed the House of Representatives and Council, shall be pre- 
sented to the Governor for his approval on the last two days of 
the session, except appropriation bills. 

13. Any document or documents proposed to be printed 
shall be referred to the joint committee on printing, who shall 
report thereon to the House in which such document or docu- 
ments originated. Such committee shall confer with the Secre- 
tary of the Territory with reference to the printing to be done, 
and when any matter is referred by either House to said commit- 
tee for the purpose of determining whether the same should be 
printed, the committee shall procure the same to be printed, if 
in its judgment it is thought advisable. 

Any bill, memorial or joint resolution may at any stage in 
its history be referred to the said committee tor the purpose of 
being printed. 

14. When any bill, joint’ ‘resolution or memorial shall be 
introduced in one House, notice thereof shall be immediately 
transmitted to the other House. 

15. No bills, except appropriation bills, shall be introduced 
in either House atter the fiftieth day of the session, except by 
consent of a quorum of the House in which the bill originated. 

16. Neither House shall adjourn for moré than three con- 
secutive days during the session, without the consent of the other 
House thereto. 

17. Any standing committee of the Council, acting with 
the corresponding committee of the House, may, by vote of the 
two Houses, act together as a joint committee for the prepara- _ 
tion and introduction of bills of general interest; and such bills 
may be introduced simultaneously in both Houses.

In the Deficiency Bill, passed by the last Congress, U. 8. at 
Large, Vol. 25, P. 909, occurs the following paragraph : 

“That the next Legislative Assembly of Wyoming Terri- 
tory may provide by law, that each subsequent legislature shall 
convene on a fixed ‘day i in the month of January, each following 
the year in which is held a general election for Delegate į in Con- 
gress, members of the legislature and other officers.” 

The object of this legislation is apparent upon its face in 

- that it affords the authority for the legislature now in session, to 
provide for the meeting of the legislatures to be hereafter elect- 
ed, within a reasonable time after the election of the members 
thereof. 

The secretary of the treasury, in forwarding his estimates to 
Congress has not taken into consideration this provision of law, 
but has made the estimates as if no such law had been passed. 
He has requested an appropriation of $2,000, which has been 
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usual, for the years in which the legislature does not meet. If 
the present legislature of Wyoming shall exercise ithe power 
conferred by the paragraph recited, it will require ane appropria- 
tion of Congress of about $24,000 for legislative expenses of the 


territory for the fiscal year commencing July 1, 1890, instead of. 


the appropriation of $2,000, as set forth in the estimates of the 
secretary of the treasury. 


The appropriation committee of the House of Representa- 


tives, already have the appropriation bills far advanced. There 
will be no difficulty in procuring the $24,000 appropriation for 
the legislative expenses that will be required, in case'the legisla- 
ture should provide for the meeting of the legislature in Janu- 
ary of 1891. But it is necessary that the ‘estimate therefor 
should be sent by the secretary of the territory, at as early a day 
as possible, together with a certified copy of such act as the 
legislature may pass.

To the Members of the Council, and House of Representatives, of 
the Eleventh Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Wyoming: 
GQENTLEMEN— Your committee selected in accordance with 
the provision ot section 6, of chapter 54, of the Session Laws of 
1888, to examine the accounts and records of the territorial _ 
auditor and territorial treasu rer, from the 30th day of September 
1888, to January 21, 1890, (the date of this examination and re- 
port) and to report the results of such examination to each 
House of the Eleventh Legislative Assembly, with such explana- 
tions and recommendations as we may deem necessary, beg leave 
to submit the following as our report : 

Our examination has been critical and carefully made. Ex- 
planations have been demanded and required in all instances 
where they seemed essential to obtain an understanding of the 
business transacted in the respective offices, and this information 
has been cheerfully and fully given to your committee. As a 
result we believe we are fully advised upon the several subject 
matters and recommendations embraced in this report. 


FIRST—TREASURER’S OFFICE. 


The treasurer’s books, accounts, vouchers and receipts have 
been carefully checked, footed and examined, and compared in 
detail with the corresponding transactions in the auditor’s office. 
They have been found correct in every particular, No money 
has been paid out except on duly accredited warrants, and where 
balances were contained in the appropriation to pay the same. 
The treasurer’s books show on January 1, 1890, a total cash bal- 
ance on hand of $153,792 57; this amount we find in the treas- 
urer’s hands and correctly apportioned in the following funds:

SECOND--THE AUDITOR’S OFFICE. 


The auditor’s books, accounts, vouchers, bills and receipts, 
etc., have also been carefully checked, footed, and examined, and 
they were found correct in all instances. No warrant has been 
drawn without a corresponding voucher, and, so far as your com- 
mittee could ascertain, no warrant has been issued without ex- 
press authority of law. The balance of cash, as shown by the 
auditor’s books on the 21st day of January, 1890, is $141,942.31; 
this difference in cash balances between the auditor’s and treas- 
urer’s accounts is occasioned by two causes: 

. #iryst—There are warrants issued and .not yet presented to 
the treasurer to the amount of $434.85. 

Second—The territorial treasurer’s duplicate receipt issued 
to Fremont county has not yet been returned to the auditor by 
the treasurer of said county. 


THIRT—THE CAPITOL BUILDING FUND. 
We find that there is now in the Capitol Building Fund :

Of this amount, only $827.61 is subject to use by the Capitol 
Building Commission. 

- This leaves a large surplus in this fand. There exists, how- 
ever, a deficiency in this Commission of $7,065.63, which will 
be laid betore you by the Capitol Building Commission in their 
report, which is about to be submitted to his Excellency, and 
which he will transmit, no doubt, to the legislature, explaining 
this deficiency in detail. This surplus having been realized 
from the result of the direct taxation for the Capitol by virtue of 
the act of 1888, your committee are of the opinion should not 
be diverted from the purpose for which it was raised. There 
are two demands that can, and should be met from this fund. 
One, the deficiency, and the other, certain interest demands due 
to the contractor, and hereafter more particularly explained. If 
any balance is remaining in this fund after these two matters 
are provided for, your committee recommend such legislation as 
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wil) render the balance of the fund available, for the furnishing, 
cquipping and care of the Capitol Building. 


FOURTH—-BOND TAXES, 


We find that there is one fund, known as the “ Insane Asy- 
lum Tax” of $5,563.79. This amount has been realized from 
the law requiring a levy to meet the interest on the Insane Asy- 
luin bonds. No interest is due upon these bonds, and the funds 
on hand are sufficient to meet the interest payments on these 
bonds for nearly three years tocome. In the “ Territorial Bond 
Tax ” account there is also on hani $7,041.76; this amount has 
been realized from the law requiring a levy to be made to meet 
the interest of all the other territorial bonds, viz: Capitol, 
University and Public Buildings. Your committee can see no 
good reason why there should be two separate bond interest 
tunds and two separate bond levies, and we, therefore, recom- 
mend that the law be so amended that these two funds be con- 
solidated, if possible, and that hereafter but one tax be levied 
and collected for the purpose of meeting the interest accruing on 
territorial bonds of every nature. 


FIFTH—TREASURER’S COMMISSIONS. 


The treasurer of the territory has now due him a large sum 
of money for commissions under law, which constitutes a large 
portion of his salary, and which cannot be paid to him for the 
reason that the appropriation is exhausted. This deficiency 
amounts, up to March 31, 1890, (a large portion, nearly all, in 
fact, is now due), to about $1,200.00; we recommend an immedi- 
ate appropriation of $1,200.00 on this account for the fiscal year 
ending March 31, 1890. The money is justly due to the treas- 
urer, is on hand, and no good reason exists why it should not be 
paid at once. l sui _ 

SIXTH—FURNITURE—AUDITOR’S OFFICE. : 


The furniture in the auditor’s office and vaults consists of 
one arm chair, a ricketty, useless, old desk, a seal and a cus- 
pidore. All the other furniture of the office is the private prop- 
erty of the auditor and his deputy. An old carpet belonging to 
the territory has been resurrected somewhere, not large enough 
to cover one room, but with which the present auditor is satis- 
fied—so he says. The demands on the auditor’s contingent fund 
have been so great, and they certainly will not be less in the 
tuture, and the contingent fand has been so small that no furni- 
ture could be had. This Jeffersonian simplicity ot the furniture 
of the auditor’s office is very handsome in theory, but the vol- 
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ume ot business transacted in this office certainly justified a more 
liberal allowance to the auditor’s contingent fund, and we re- 
commend that this Assembly make some reasonable appropria- 
tions for the furnishing of this office with some degree of com- 
fort ; and convenience. 


p SEVENTH—INSURANCE DEPARTMENT. 


. The examination of the Insurance Commissioner’s records, 
developed the fact that the law, regulating insurance companies 
doing business in this territory, has been conscientiously and 
impartially enforced, and with good results. In the assets of 
these companies we note an increase of Western, state, county 
and municipal securities, and we find from their reports and 
statements, made to our Insurance Commissioner, that these 
companies are disposing of their government bonds and are re- 
placing them with the bonds of our new states and other West- 
ern securities. Frequently requests are being received at the 
auditor’s office for copies of the report of our Insurance Commis- 
sioner. These requests come from insurance companies, loan 
and trust companies, capitalists and the like, who are directly 
interested in the insurance department. Other states and terri- 
tories are furnishing our Insurance Commissioner with their 
published reports on this department and asking for exchanges. 
None of these requests can be complied with, because our Insur- 
ance Commissioner’s report is not published. We recommend 
that at least 500 copies of the Insurance Commissioner’s annua) 
report be published by the territory. 


Z EIGHTH——DOUBLE AND ERRONEOUS ASSESSMENTS. 


Owing to the press of other business your committee have 
éen unable to examine, with sufficient care, the law, relative to 
rebates for double and erroneous assessments, but our examina- 
tion has been sufficient to convince us that some radical changes 
are needed in that direction to remove present uncertainty of the 
territorial revenue, which results from the claims of this nature; 
if it does not call for the abolishing of the entire system of re- 
bates on account of double and erroneous assessmeuts from the 
territory to the counties. 


Your committee have been unable to arrive at any practical 
solution of this difficulty, and we recommend that this question 
be referred to a select committee to make inquiry into this and 
other questions connected with the territorial revenue, and es- 
pecially the suits now pending out of these claims above men- 
tioned. D 
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NINTH—SALE OF CONDEMNED PROPERTY OF TERRITORY. 


Appropriations have been made from time to time for the 
purchase of safes, horses, harness and other personal property 
for the use of territorial offices and officers. No provision of 
law is made for the sale of this class of property when it has be- 
come useless for the purposes for which it has been purchased. 
The territory has now quite an accumulation of this class of 
property. A law should be framed to meet this and a board 
constituted to condemn and sell such property. 


TENTH——-PUBLISHING REPORTS OF AUDITOR AND TREASURER. 


In making our examination, your committee have become 
thoroughly convinced that at least the auditor’s and treasurer’s 
reports should be published, and a copy of the report mailed’ to 
each member of the legislature at least thirty days before the 
convening of the assembly. It may be that it would be both 
wisdom arid economy to make this recammendation with refer- 
ence to the reports of all territorial officers; but in the opinion 
of your committee, tnis should be done with reference to the re- 
ports of the auditor and treasure? in any event. This could not 
but result in more intelligent legislation upon the fiscal aftairs 
of the territory, which certainly requires the most painstakiug 
attention of any legislative assembly. 


ELEVENTH—TREASURER’S RECEIPTS. 


The present law requires territorial treasurers to issue to 
the several county treasurers his duplicate receipts for taxes re- 
ceived from the several counties. This duplicate receipt is mailed 
to the county treasurer, and by the county treasurer is mailed to 
the auditor; not until this duplicate is received by the auditor 
is the money charged to the territorial treasurer upon the books 
of the auditor. Your committee can see no good reason why 
these receipts should not be issued in triplicate, and one copy 
delivered by the treasu¥er to the auditor forthwith upon the re- 
ceipt of the money, so that the auditor may at once charge the 
treasurer with the tunds. Your committee recommend that the 
law be so changed as to require this to be done. 


TWELFTH—INTEREST ON CAPITOL WARRANTS. 


The attention of your committee has been called to a differ- 
ence of opinion between the auditor and the Capitol Building 
Commission, as to the interpretation of the law passed by the 
Tenth Legislative Assembly, providing for the issuance of war- 
rants upon the Capitol Building Fund.’ The matter has been 
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before the courts, and hasbeen adjusted there, but only in part. 
The warrants drawn on the Capitol Building Fund were drawn 
without interest. This was contrary to the representations 
made by the members of the Capitol Building Commission to 
the bidders, and contrary to the understanding of the bidders. 
Your committee are also of the opinion that it was also contrary 
to the intention of the Tenth Legislative Assembly. The diff- 
culty is that the law does not clearly and explicitly show that in- 
tention. The contractor could not negotiate his warrants in 
Denver—as he had arranged to do, without discount, under the 
expectation that the warrants would be the usual interest bear- 
ing warrants. They were negotiated in Cheyenne, and at a dis- 
count of twelve per cent. This discount amounted to $1,869.35. 
In short, the contractor received nearly $2,000 less for his work 
than the contract price of the building. In addition to this 
amount, he lost the interest on the discounts that he was com- 
pelled to pay in order to procure the cash necessary to carry on 
so large an undertaking. This committee have had before them 
the treasurer, the deputy, auditor, Capitol Building Commission, 
bankers, and contractor, and have thoroughly examined into 
the whole matter. [t would be a just and equitable thing, per- 
haps, under all the circumstances, that the contractor should be 
paid the entire sum of $1,869.35 from the surplus in the Capitol 
Building Fund, but your committee does not teel justified in 
making that recommendation, preferring to leave that to the 
good judgment of the individuals composing the Eleventh Leg- 
islative Assembly, and without expressing our determination, as 
individuals, to support it or not. But this we are agreed upon: 
The contractor should be paid by the territory the amount of in- 
terest that he would have received had the warrants been drawn 
with an interest bearing clause, as the accredited agents of the 
territory informed him that they would be. We have had the 
treasurer prepare for us a list of these warrants, together with a 
computation of interest on each warrant (not paid in cash when 
presented) from the time ot its presentation for payment up to 
the time when there was money in the treasury to pay the same. 
The sum total of these interests amounts is $964.42, and should 
be immediately paid to the contractor, and we, therefore, recom- 
mend the passage of a law requiring the payment to be made 
from the Capitol Building Fund. 


THIRTEENTH—-COMMENDATION OF OFFICERS. 


Your committee deer the management of the offices of the 
treasurer and the auditor, and the work done by them and their 
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efficient deputies in their respective oflices, deserving of especial 
mention and commendation, not only tor the neatness, order and 
system displayed in the mere mechanical work, but also tor the 
conscientious and faithful ohservance of the existing laws control- 
ling their offices, some of which, especially in the auditor’s de- 
partment, have been recognized as imperfect and entirely inade- 
quate. 
FUURTEENTH—REPEAL OF LAW CONSTITUTING THIS COMMITTEE. 


Your committee have performed the work delegated to them 
under section 6, chapter 54, of the Session Laws of 1888, as 
thoroughly as they could, but they respectfully submit that if 
their recommendations relative to the printing and distribution 
of the reports of the auditor and treasurer, thirty days before the 
Legislative Assembly session, shall meet your approval and be 
adopted, this work need not be done by a committee during the 
session, whose members should be attending to other important 
duties in their respective houses. In connection with the adop- 
tion of our recommendation on printing, as above stated, we re- _ 
commend the repeal of that section under which your committee 
is constituted.

To the Hon. President of the Council and Speaker of the House 
of Representatives of the Eleventh Legislative Assembly : 

Your committee to whom was referred the matter of visit- 
ing and inspecting the Insane Asylum at Evanston; the Peniten- 
tiary at Rawlins, and the University at Laramie, beg leave to re- 
port that they have performed their duties and submit the follow- 
ing: 

j INSANE ASYLUM. 

We inspected the Insane Asylum thoroughly with a view of 
ascertaining the manner in which the Asylum was conducted, 
the treatment that the patients received; and upon that and the 
general management of the institution by the superintendent in 
charge, your committee were entirely satisfied; we found the 
building carefully cleaned and the health and general bodily 
comfort of the unfortunates looked after with as much care as 1s 
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possible, and as the dictates of humanity demand. The food is 
sufficient and well cooked, and the general surroundings of the 
patients made as cheerful as circumstances would permit. Upon 
the general management of the Asylum, so far as the care and 
treatment of the inmates are concerned, your committee have 
nothing but praise. There were fifteen patients in the Asylum, 
eight males and seven females, and their several cases are, with 
perhaps one or two exceptions, practically chronic and incura- 
ble; but there are one or two patients whose insanity is of such a 
nature that they are not dangerous to society; but on the propri- 
ety of their incarceration at the Asylum your committee express 
no opinion, not feeling themselves qualified so to do. 

The Asylum building, including the residence of the super- 
intendent, has cost to date $69,453.04, as shown by the following 
statement furnished to us by the clerk of the building commis- 
sion:

The Asylum building is a large one, and the residence of 
the superintendent standing near it is certainly a very large and 
expensive structure, when its use is taken into consideration, 
and undoubtedly a much smaller and less expensive building for 
a superintendent’s residence would have answered the purposes 
of the-institution. The money has been spent that was raised 
for the purpose, and stil the superintendent’s residence is not 
paid for. Your committee express no opinion as to the author- 
ity of the commission to exceed the appropriations; it has been 
done; balances on the residence are now due and we give you the 
amounts of the same in the two foilowing tables, showing for 
what purposes the deficiency exists:

Note by the committee— 

First payment made May 8, 1889; the interest charge was 
figured from about that time; in making appropriations to pay 
this bill provision must be made so that Fiero & Anderson, the 
contractors, will not be paid the full amount of) this interest, 
$337.05. In addition to what has already been shown, there is 
plenty of space in the Asylum building proper for the residence 
of the superintendent. 

- In the Tenth Legislative Assembly a law was passed re-en- 
acting section 1,899, of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, rela- 
tive to the support of the insane at Evanston. (See page 180 
Session Laws of 1888.) By this enactment an attenipt was made 
to require the several counties to send their insane to the Insane 
Asylum at Evanston, and to require the several counties to pay 
the expenses of maintaining the institution in proportion to the 
number of their patients. This law was defective in its applica- 
tion. Albany county refused to send her insane to Evanston, 
and all the counties having patients there have refused to pay 
the amounts due for the maintenance of their insane, with the 
exception of Fremont, Crook and Uinta; and that is not the 
worst of it—there seems to be no law by whick they can be com- 
pelled to pay. The result of this law has been disastrous, and 
the institution has been able to keep open only by the exertion 
ot the superintendent, the forbearance of the employes, and the 
‘confidence of merchants and others in and about Evanston, that 
the Legislative Assembly would do something to right this 
wrong, and to supplement the defective statute of the Tenth As- 
sembly above referred to. 

The amounts due and paid by the counties up to the 31st 
day of December, 1889, is shown by the following table, which 
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shows also the cost of supporting and running the institution 
from May 10, 1889, to-December 31, 1889.

There seems to be no alternative, but to have an appropria- 
tion made to pay up what is due to the employes, the superin- 
tendent and the parties furnishing supplies. Whatever the leg- 
islature may determine about the future conduct of the institu- 
tion and the support of the insane in the future; whether it may 
be deemed wiser to make it a territorial charge or a charge 
against counties; the past debt must in honor be paid by some 
one and at once; and there is no one todo it save the territory. 
This must be carried through to the end of the quarter, March 
31, 1890, and we give the following table prepared by the super- 
intendent, and which we believe is correct, showing the amounts 
of tofal required, balances due and estimates from February 1st 
to March 31, 18990. Of course this contemplates returning to the 
three counties that have paid the amounts that they. havé each 
paid to the institution.

In preparing the tables and figures for this report a small 
discrepency is found in two instances. Fremont county was not 
credited with the amount paid by her in making up the state- 
ment (from May 10th), of amounts paid by counties—a little less 
than $100—and the cash account of the superintendent does not 
quite agree with the figures of another table owing to latter en- 
tries not being brought up to date.

with him all the books, bills and accounts of the asylum; and 
that a bill be framed at once to meet the over due accounts of 
the asylum for help and supplies. The committee call your at- 
tention to the fact that Mrs. Rundel, the female attendant who 
keeps the female ward clean, attends the female patients, only re- — 
ceives $35 a month for her services (and as a matter of fact she 
does not receive that because there is no money available to pay

it), as emphasing this recommendation. It reflects but little 
eredit on the territory that this shameful state of affairs should 
exist so far as the help are concerned who have been forced to 
borrow money at 12 per cent per annum on which to live be- 
cause they could secure no money for their wages as employes 
in an institution bearing the name Territorial Insane Asylnm. 
To be sure the superintendent has issued certificates to these 
employes that so much is due them, but by experience the em- 
ployes find that these certificates cannot be used even as col- 
lateral. 

, From the facts and figures herewith submitted, your com- 
mittee draw tle conclusion that $1,000 a month will be re- 


_ quired to support and maintain the Territorial Insane Asylum. 


In reference to the effect of altitude upon insane patients 
your committee have made a carctul inquiry into that question 
and are entirely at sea—the fact seems to be that there are no 
authorative statements contained in medical works about it and 
that it is entirely an experimental question and your commit- 
tee have no more knowledge about it than when their inquiry 
upon that subject was first commenced. 

The serious questions connected with the Territorial Insane 
Asylum have prompted your committee to enter into this spe- 
cific explanation about the condition of affairs at that institu- 
tion and as the many questions that arise are difficult of solu- 
tion your committee feel that it would be presumption on their 
part to undertake any more recommendations than they have— 
this legislature know all that we do. | 

_—THE PENITENTIARY. a 

The penitentiary building at Rawlins is a building without 
a roof saving the disconnected boiler house. It would be, if 
completed, a beautitul structure. Its estimated cost was $100,- 
000, and $70,000 is needed to complete it; $35,000 is the esti- 
mate for finishing up the outside wa'ls of the main building; the 
wing to contain the ceils, and which is now only brought up to 
the feundation, and to cover the buildings. The location of the 
building and of the town of Rawlins as a site for the peniten- 
tiary is a good choice—as to what shall be done in the way of 
appropriations to continue the building this assembly can judge 
as well as your committee and probably better; certainly itis 
no use or benefit in the unsightly condition in which it now is 
and your committee fully sympathize with the general feeling 
of the citizens of the flourishing city of Rawlins that, left as it 
is, the territory is securing absolutely no benefit from the $30,- 
000 ot territorial funds already invested in it. X 
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Certainly the balance should be used (see report of Build- 
ing Commission), in putting a temporary roof over the structure 
to preserve the work already done. 

THE UNIVERSITY. 


The legislature having in a body visited this institntion but 
little need be said by your committee; it in common with other 
public institutions has numerous “Needs and Necessities” as 
the reports of these several institutions show. How far this as- 
sembly shall supply these wants is a question of great impor- 
tance to the territory in its present condicion financially and 
otherwise. 

The following requests of the faculty seem to be necessities 
that the territory is not justified in refusing to grant to them, if 
we have any pride in the efficient work of our university. 

In the mathematical and astronomical department a telescope 
and its mountings should be had at a cost of $1,100. 

The library should have an appropriation of $1,000 for re- 
ference books and $37.50 for cases at least; some few more 
maps and charts are needed at a cost of about $100- For fitting 
up the labratory and providing someadditional apparatus, $1,000 
should be appropriated. 

A valuable museum can be obtained upon an expenditure 
of $1,500 for cases. Upon this question your committee are 
in possession of some private papers too voluminous to be em- 
braced in this report but which our chairman will lay before 
any committee of the legislature to whom this subject may be 
referred. 

The Board of Trustees are indebted to A. H. Andrews & 
Co., ot Chicago, for furniture and supplies purchased for the use 
of the aniversity and by the trustees deemed absolutely neces- 
sary,,in the sum of $845°85 and interest necessitating an appro- 
priation of $913.50 which will have to be made; $2,500 will also 
be required to pay teachers in addition to the sum realized by 
the university Income tax (this estimate is based upon a year’s 
appropriation—your committee assuming that the , legislature 
will convene in January 1891). 

CONCLUSION. 

Your committee have thought it best to lay betore this as- 
sembly the facts as we found them and to make nd recommenda- 
tions except for such items as seemed absolutely necessary. 
There are many things that are desirable and which your com- 
mittee would take pleasure i in recommending if the territory had 
the means Ho do all that is desirable.

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Our report taken in connection with the reports of the 
boards of the insane asylum, penitentiary and university puts 
your honorable bodies in possession of all the facts. It is not 
within the province of this committee to go back into the past 
and comment upon the necessity and expediency of starting these 
several institutions (including the Lander poor farm), your com- 
mittee can only say that as individuals we are ready to share 
with you the responsibility of the decision of the question : 

« What shall we do with them?”

Your Committee No. 7, on elections, begs leave to report 
that it has had under careful consideration H. B. No. 3, an act 
concerning elections, and for other purposes. 

The extreme importance ot the questions involved impelled 
your committee to carefuily weigh-all of the provisions of this 


ed 


Paadi 
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bill. We are of the opinion that the registration system, as out- 
lined by this bill, is entirely too unwieldy and impracticable and 


’ expensive for our people. Further than this, we have learned 


ae 


that some of its provisions are entirely unconstitutional,’ and 
that the courts have frequently annuled the principle involved 
in one of the main points of this bill. It must be borne in mind 
that in a sparsely settled country like any of our western states 
or territories, the same expensive system of registration is not 
possible that may be advisable or beneficial in the more thickly 
settled states of the east. ~ 

Your committee, therefore, has endeavored to meet the re: 
quirements of pure elections, in submitting herewith a plain and 
comparatively inexpensive system of registration, and one which 
if properly administered, will secure the purity of elections, and 
earnestly desires that the same shall meet with your favorable 
consideration, and your committee recommend that the bill as 
amended do pass. 

“ Proceeding in the order of the numbers of sections, we make 
the following recommendations: 

In section 2, line 4, after the word “judge” add the words 
“and county treasurer;”” in line 5, between the word “county” 
and the word “attorney,” insert the words “and prosecuting.” ' 

In section 5 strike out all words between the words ‘United 
States,” on line 5, and the word “and” on line 7. 

In line 9 strike out all words after the word “‘has,” and in- 
sert in lieu thereof the words, “complied wan the provisions of 
this chapter.” 

Strike out section 7. 

Strike out all of sections 15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20. 21, 22, 28, 24, 
25, 26, 27, 28, 29, 30, 81, 32, 33, 34, 35, 36, 37 and 38, and insert 
in lieu thereot the following sections : ` 

Section 14. Each incorporated city and town, and each vil- 


. lage in Wyoming containing one hundred inhabitants or more 


\ 


within an area of one square mile of territory, shall constitue an 
election district. 

Section 15. The boards of the county commissioners of the 
several counties shall, at their regular meeting held in July,in the 
year 1890, and thereafter at each regular July meeting to be held 
every general election year, appoint, two registry agents for each 
election district in their respective counties; said registry agents 
shall not be members of the same political party. Such registry 
agents shall be qualified voters in the several election districts 
for which they are respectively appointed, and shall be otherwise 
competent to attend to the duties incident to their appointment. 


Peed 
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Such cegistry agents shall hold their offices for the term of two 
years, and until their successors are appointed and qualified. 

Section 16. Said registry agents shall meet on the Tuesday 
four weeks preceding the general election, at the office of the 
clerks of their respective: cities or towns, and in villages at some 
convenient place therein.to be made known by said registrars, 
by advertisement posted up in five public places at least five days 
before the time of meeting. They shall convene at 9 o’clock a. 
m., and proceed to make a list as hereinafter prescribed, of all 
persons qualified and entitled to vote at the ensuing election in 
their respective election districts, designating the ward, if there 
be any, in which such persons are then residing and entitled to 
vote, which list, when complete, shall constitute and be known 
as the Register of Electors of said election district. 

Section 17. Said registers shall each contain a list of the 
persons so qualified and entitled to vote in said election district 
according to their wards, when there are any, alphabetically ar- 
ranged according to their respective surnames, so as to show in 
one column the name in full; in another column the residence, 
by the number ofthe dwelling, if there be a number, and the 
name of the street or other Jocation of the dwelling place as near 
as may be, of each person. 

Section 18. It shall be the duty of the said registry agents 
to enter on said list the names of all persons residing in their 
jurisdiction who claim the right to vote at the next general elec- 
tion. Such persons shall appear in person, or by agent or attor- 
ney, and when they appear by agent or attorney, the affidavit 
hereinafter prescribed shall be filed by said agent or attorney 
with the registry agents. Every person applying to be regis- 
tered, shall before he shall be entitled to have his name regis- 
tered, take and subscribe the following oath or affirmation which 
may be administered by one of the registry agents, and which 
shall be filed with said agent in person, or by attorney or agent, 
to-wit: Idosolemnly swear (or affirm) that I am a citizen of 
the United States, (or that I have declared iny intention to be- 
come a citizen of the United States, and have taken an oath to 
support the constitution and government of the United States,) 
that I am of the age of ‘twenty-one years, (or that [ will be 
twenty-one years of age on or before the election day next 
ensuing,) and will have actually and not constructively been 
a bona fide resident of Wyoming six months, and in this county 
thirty days next preceding the day of the next ensuing elec- 
tion, and that I am not registered anywhere in Wyoming for 
this electoral year, so help me God, (or torwhich I will an- 
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swer under the pains and penalties of perjury.) Said registry 
agents shall sit continuously from day to day until their labors 
are completed, not exceeding five days, and they shall keep 
their office open for the transaction of their business, each 
day, during the following hours, to-wit: From 9 o’clock a. m. 
to 1 o’clock p. m., and from 2 o’clock p. m. until 6 o’clock p. m., 
and from 7 o’clock p. m. until 9 o’clock p. m. When said regis- 
ter is complete they shall make three copies thereof, and certify 
the register and the copies thereof to be a true list of the voters 
in their election district, so far as they may know. Within four 
days thereafter, the said original list shall be’filed by said regis- 
try agents in the office of the county clerk of the proper county, 
and one copy of said list shall be filed in the office of the clerk 
of the municipal corporation of the election district; and one copy 
shall be retained by each of said registry agents, and said regis- 
try agents shall also make a copy for each polling precinct in the 
district and in municipal corporations, the last said copy shall 
contain the list of voters in the ward in which the polling pre- 
cinct is located, which last said copies shall be deposited with 
the board of county commissioners of the county, to be by them 
distributed to the election officers of said precincts for their use 
on the day of election. And it shall be the duty of the board of 
county commissioners to cause a copy of each of said ward lists 
-to be publicly posted at each polling precinct in said district, at 
least eighteen days before election day. Any person who shall 
take down, tear down or deface any list so posted, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a fine of one hun- 
dred dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail for a period 
ot not less than thirty days, or more than ninety days, or by both 
fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court. 

Section 19. The said registry agents shall again meet at the 
places herein»bove designated, twelve days preceding the day of 
election, fur the purpose of revising, correcting and completing 
_ said list. They shall hold sessions tor not exceeding two days, 

and during the same hours as at their first meeting. 

Section 20. The proceedings shall be open, and all persons 
residing and entitled to vote in said district shall have the right 
to be heard in person, or by agent or attorney, in relation to the 

- corrections or additions to said register. 

Section 21. It shall be the duty of said agents at their first 
meeting for revising and correcting said list, to erase therefrom 
the name of any person inserted therein, who shall be proved by 
the oath of two legal voters of said district, to the satisfaction of 
said agents, to be non-residents of said district, or otherwise not 
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entitled to vote in said district at the election then next to be 
held. Any elector iesiding in said district entitled to vote there- 
in, may appear before said agents in person, or by agent or attor- 
ney, and require his or name to be recorded in said alphabetical 
list for the ward or precinct in which he or she ciaims to reside. 
Any person requiring his or her name to be so entered on said 
_ list, shall make the same statement as to the street and number 
thereof, anu where he or she resides, required by the provisions 
of this act ot persons offering their votes at election, and shall 
be subject to the same penalties for giving false intormation, and 
shall also be subject to clallenge by either of said agents, or by 
any other elector whose name appears on said alphabetical list; 
and in case no challenge is made of any persons requiring his 
or her name to be entered on said alphabetical list, or in case of 
challenge, if such person shall make an oath that would entitle 
him or her to vote in case of challenge at an election, then the 
name of any such person shall be added to said alphabetical list. 

Section 22. After such lists shall have been fully completed, 
and five days or more before the day of election, the said agents 
shall cause as many copies of the same to be made as there are 
polling precints in said district, each of which shall be certified 
to be a correct list of the voters of the district, and one of which 
said copies shall be delivered to the judges of election in each 
polling precinct. It shall be the duty of the judges so receiving 
such list carefully to preserve said list tor their use on election 
day and to designate two of their number at the opening of the 
polls, to check the name of every voter voting in such district 
whose name is on the register. No vote shall be received at any 
general election if the name of the person offering to vote be 
not on said register made as uforesaid, unless the person offering 
to vote shall furnish to the judges of the election his or her affi- 
davit in writing, duly corroborated by two registered electors, 
said affidavit to contain like requirements as provided in the affi- 
aavit hereinbefore prescribed for voters registering before regis- 
try agents. The oath may be administered by- one of the said 
judges of election of the poll where the vote is offered or any 
person authorized to administer oaths, but no person shall re- 
ceive any compensation for administering such oath. Said oath 
shall be preserved and returned by the judges of election togeth- 
er with the poll lists of said election. Any person may be chal- 
lenged and the same oaths required as now are or hereafter may 
be prescribed by law touching the legality of the vote offered. 

Section 23. The-clerks at each poll, in addition tothe duties 
now prescribed by law, shall enter on the poll-list kept by them 
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in columns prepared for that purpose, opposite the name of each 
person voting, the same statement or minute heretofore required 
of the registry agents in making the registry; but such registry 
is not to be made by them if the official registry contains correctly 

” the name and residence of such voter; and in all cases said clerks 
shal] enter in a column opposite the name of each person not 
registered, the words “not registere).” And the clerks of the 
polls, in case the name ot such voter is not registered, shall truly 
enter in the appropriate column of the poll-list, the name and 
residence as in other cases. Any person making.a talse state- 
ment under oath as to his residence or dwelling place shall be 

_ deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction, punished 
by a fine of not less than $200 nor more than $500, or imprison- 
ment of not more than ninety nor less than thirty days, or either, 
or both, at the discretion of the Court. 


~- Section 24. After the canvass of the votes, the register so 
kept and checked as aforesaid shall be returned by the judges of 
of election together with the poll-lists, and the said register shall: 
be retained and carefully preserved as a publie record in the 
office of the county clerk. Such register at all times shall be 
open for public inspection at the office of the said county clerk, 
without charge. 


Section 25. The said registry agents shall each receive the 
sum of three dollars per day for each day actually employed, to 
be paid out of the county treasury, upon properly verified 
claims. 

~  Bection 26. The said registry agents shall have and exer- 
cise the same power in preserving order at their meetings under 
this act, as are given to judges of election for preserving order 
on election day. Al vacancies shall be filled by the board of 
county commissioners, if such board be in session in time, and if 
not, such vacancies shall be filled by the county clerk. 

Section 27. The judges of election of each election pre- 
cinct in Wyoming, outside of incorporated cities and towns and 
villages shall be ex-officio registry agents for their respective 
precincts. _ 


Section-28. The said judges of election shall make out an 
election register, which shall be in all respects similar to the 
register required of registry agents. And it shall be the duty of 
such judges to register the name of all persons offering to vote, 
in a list alphabetically arranged, according to their respective 
surnames, so as to show in one column the name in full; in an- 
other column the residence, as near as may be, and, where it-is 
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possible, by legal sub-divisions of land according to the United 
States government survey 

Section 29. Each person offering to vote shall be required 
to take and subscribe the same oath as is required herein of per- 
sons applying to be registered, and the same shall be corrobor- 
ated by the oath of a qualified elector of said precinct. Such 
aftidavit shall be administered by one ot the judges of election 
without charge. And it shall be returned by the judges with 
the poll lists. 

Section 30. When an applicant to vote shall be duly regis- 
tered, as required in the two preceding sections, his vote may 
then be received, but not before. . 

Section 81. The penalties and other provisions contained 
in the foregoing sectiuns with reference to elections and the re- 
turns thereof held in incorporated cities and towns, shall apply 


to elections held in precincts outside of said incorporated cities - 


and towns, so far as the same shall be applicable. 

Section 32. If any person entitled to vote shall on account 
of absence of five miles or more from his proper election precinct 
be prevented from voting thereat, he shall not for that reason be 
disqualified from voting atsuch election, but he may vote in any 
other election precinct in the territory for Delegate to Congress, 
if it be outside his proper county, and for all officers, except pre- 
cinct officers, if it be within his county, but outside his proper 
precinct. But before such person’s vote shall be accepted, he 
shall make affidavit in writing duly corroborated by a qualified 
elector, that he is a legal voter in this ter ritory, stating the name 
of his county and election district, and giving his Place of resi- 
dence as near as may be, and stating the length of time he has 
resided in his county and in Wyoming. And such affidavit shall 
be administered by one of the judges of election without charge, 
and it shall be returned by them together with the poll lists. 

Section 33. The provisions of this`act shall apply to all 
special elections, except that no special registry shall be required 
in incorporated cities and towns. 

Section 84. Whenever an oath is required by the provisions 
of this act, the elector shall swear according to the form of his 
religious faith or belief, or affirm under the pains and penalties 
of perjury. 

Section 35. The county commissioners of the several coun- 
ties shall supply the registry agents of their respective counties 
with all proper and necessary books and statiovery, and blank 
forms of affidavits for voters, and particularly with printed copies 
of this act. They shall furnish to each registry agent a bound 
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book, Which: shall be known as the “official register,” which 
shall be ruled in columns of suitable dimensions to provide for 
the tollowing entries opposite the name of each elector, to-wit ; 
First—Number on the register. 
Second—Date of registry. 
_  Third—Name of elector. 
Fourth—Age of elector. 
Fifth— Where born. 
Sixth—Name of polling precinct. 
Seventh—Description of residence. 
Section 36. A resident within the meaning of this act shall 
bé construed to mean a person who has resided or'will have re- 
sided or will have resided continuously within Wyoming for six 
months, and in the county thirty days, as prescribed by law, next 
preceding the day of the next ensuing election. 


Section 87. If any registry agent, or any county commis- 
sioner, fail or refuse te furnish the judges of election of any pre- 
cinct lists of the registered voters in said precincts, as provided 
for herein, the judges of election are authorized to take a copy 
of the written list of registered voters in said precinct as provided 
for in this act. and conduct the election in said precinct in aecor- 
dance with the provisions ot this act; and their returns shall 
show the reasons for using such written list instead of the regis- 
tered list, at such election. 


Section 88. Before entering upon the duties prescribed in 
this act, the registry agents, including ex-officio registry agents, 
shall severally take and subscribe before an officer duly author- 
ized to administer oaths, the following oath or affirmation, which 
shall be filed in the office of the county clerk of their respective 
counties, to-wit:

Whereas, the persons nominated as aforesaid for the offices 
of territorial auditor, (who is now under the law insurance com- 
missioner) and territorial treasurer respectively are persons of 
good character and repute, and under ordinary circumstances 
might well be entrusted with the important and responsible du- 
ties of the offices to which they have been respectively nomin- 
ated, but the fact must not, however, be overlooked that the ter- 
ritorial committees of both houses of the Congress of the United 
States have reported to their respective houses, bills tor the im- 
mediate admission of Wyoming into the Union as a‘state, and 
that all authentic information on the subject leads to the almost 
certain conclusion that Wyoming will, in a very short time be 
admitted into the Union as one of the equal and independent 
states thereof under the Constitution recently framed and adopt- 
ed, under proceedings taken in the territory for that purpose. 

A reference to the Constitution under which the State of Wyo- 
ming will soon perform its functions as a state of the Union dis- 
closes that the functions of all territorial offices wili, with the 
admission of the state into the Union, cease in a very-short period 
of time. ‘It is, therefore, most important, if the public interests 
are to be regarded, that good trained public servants should not 
be displaced for the short period intervening before statehood 
and their places filled by persons who, however great their merit 
as citizens, must in the very nature of the case be lacking in that 
experience in the administration of the law which will be indis- 
pensably necessary in the transition period from a territorial to a 
state government. 

It is believed that it will be universally conceded that the 
present territorial treasurer, the Hon. Luke Vorhees, has dis- 
charged his duties faithfully and with an unyielding regard for 
the law and the public interests. It is likewise due to the pres- 
ent incumbent of the office of territorial auditor, the Hon. M. N. 
Grant, to say that he has acquitted himseif in the discharge of 
the duties of that office with exceptional] skill and fidelity to the 
law, and the interests of every taxpayer and resident of the ter- 
ritory who in his or her judgment places the general public weal 
above private or personal gain. Indeed, if the present territorial 
auditor in the performance of his public duties has incurred the 
ull will or hostility of any person, official or faction, it has been 
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because he has steadtastly and unflinchingly stood in the path of 
those who sought to use tke territorial funds taken from the 
pockets ot the people for the private gain ot certain people, and 
for purposes not authorized or warranted by law. dlt should 
never be forgotten that “a public office is a public trust” to be 
exercise | for the general public good, and no person should un- 
der any guise or pretense whatever be ignored or punished be- 
cause he has sought to preserve the public funds in his hands or 
under his coutrol, from the greedy and unscrupulous clutch of 
those who would divert them from their proper uses as fixed by 
law. _ Believing, therefore, that the best interests of the whole 
people of the territory will be best subserved in the present

GENTLEMEN—Herewith I return, without my approval, 
Council Enrolled Act No. 14, being “Àn act concerning the ex- 
emption of wages and for other purposes.” 
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I cannot give my consent to the proposed Act because it 

- will work great oppression upon wage workers, and will prevent 

the immigration to our territory of a large class of honest peo- 

ple, who, though poor, are among the most sturdy and desirable 
of citizens. 

The exemption of one hundred dollars of the earnings of 
the debtor, which this act is intended to change; was designed 
to protect the debtor and his family “from the miseries and dan- 
gers of destitution.” ` 

The existing exemption only extends to a debtor having a 
family which is supported from his personal earnings. This is a 
wise exemption, founded upon a benevolent policy, but it is not 
excessive, and I think that it should not be reduced and impaired 
as proposed by this Act. The effect of the proposed enactment 
would be to enable a certain class ot creditors to made a continu- 
ing garnishment of 40 per cent. of the debtor’s earnings, with- 
Out regard to the amount being earned, and this, even though 
the earnings were not sufficient in amount to reasonably provide 
the debtor’s family with the necessities of life. 

This would enable the creditor to pursue the wage-earning 
debtor trom place to place and from employment to employment 
to such an extent that it would seriously impair his: ability to 
either obtain or retain the employment necessary to enable him 
to support his wife and children. 

Under the proposed Act the garnishment does not depend 
upon the amount earned, but makes an absolute rule that 40 per 
cent. of the earnings of the debtor shall be subject to garnish- 
ment by the class of creditors named, no matter whether the 
earnings be large, or whether they be ‘barely sufficient tor the 
maintenance of the debtor’s family. 

Such an enactment could not do otherwise than work a seri- 
ous hardship opon that class of citizens against whom it is di- 

rected, and in my judgment would be a serious reflection upon 
the wisdom of a people now aspiring to statehood and self-gov- 
ernment.

Also C. F. No., 58, ‘‘A bill for an act providing tor certain 
contingent expenses of the Eleventh Legislative Assembly, and 
for other purposes,’ was read first time and ordered by the 
House indefinitely postponed, and the same is herewith returned.

Mr. Liggett pffered a. Joint Resolution, being C. J. R. No. 
14, as follows: 

Council Joint Resolution No. 14. 

Whereas, a disagreement has arisen between the Council 
and House of Representatives of the Territory of Wyoming con- 
cerning certain appropriations included in the general appropria- 
tion bill, to-wit : l . 


A 
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An appropriation of twelve hundred dollars as a contingent 
fund for the Governor of the Territory, and six hundred dollars 
for the Secretary of the Territory, which appropriations in the 
opinion of this Council are an unnecessary and unjustifiable ex- 
penditure of the people’s money, being clearly contrary to a tair 
interpretation of the letter and spirit of the Federal Statute, pro- 
viding salaries, compensation and contingent funds for said offi- 
cers; and, | 

Whereas, this Legislature has, in the interest of economy, 
dictated by a strong and universal public sentiment throughout 
the territory, calling for every possible wise and legitimate re- 
duction of expenditures, reduced the salaries and contingent 
funds of several territorial officers, the salaries and fees of the 
various county officers, and has emphasized and insisted upon 
every possible wise and expedient reduction and retrenchment 
of territorial, county and municipal expenditures; now, there- 
fore, be it . 

Resolved by the Council that it would be inconsistent, un- 
wise and false to the best interests of the people and public good 
of the territory for them to recede from the position they have 
taken, touching appropriations for contingent funds for the Gov- 
ernor and Secretary of this territory. - 

Remembering the burdens of taxation pressing heavily upon 
the people; conscientiously believing that these two federal ofti- 
cials, officers of the United States government, have had ample 
provision made tor them in the way of salaries, compensation 
and contingent by the federal government, this Council is deter- 
mined to maintain its position even though it should result in 
the possible calamity of the failure of the passage of the general 
appropriation bil]. Whatever responsibility may attach to such 
failure, if it so results on account of the position assumed by 
them, in relation to these contingent funds for the federal officials 
named, they will cheerfully assume and confidently appeal to a 
fair minded public for justification. 

At the expiration of one hour from the time this document 
is presented to the House of Representatives and no response 
looking towards a possible agreement between the Council and 
the House being received, then at the expiration of such time 
this Council will conceive the conflict irreconcilable and will ad- 
journ sine die, 

The resolution was adopted and transmitted to the House: 

The messenger of the Council reported that he was unable 
to deliver the message containing said C. J. R, No. 14, relating 
to final adjournment, the House vot being in session. .
